General Strike 
Sellout Forces 
Return to Work 


SEAMEN VOTE REPRE- 
SENTATIVES FOR AR- 
BITRATION 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 
30—The International Longshore- 
men’s Association last night ag- 
reed to return to work Tuesday 
morning with a hiring hall ar- 
rangement whereby the halls are 
under the sponsorship of the 
President’s National Longshore- 
men’s Board and with ILA re- 
presentatives present to see that 
there is no discrimination against 
union men. This arrangement, 
ending the 82 day strike, will be 


in force pending final arbitra- 
tion. 

The ILA agreed to return to 
work, five days after arbitration 


was voted, only when it was fin- 
ally agreed that all scabs be fir- 
ed, that no discrimination against 
strikers be allowed, that wage 
adjustments be retroactive to date 
of returning to work, and that 
their representatives be allowed 
in the hiring halls to see the 
conditions be lived up to. 

In San Francisco, where no 
hiring halls exist, the member- 
ship meeting decided that hiring 
is to be done from the docks 
from gang foremen who are ILA 


members.

Similar terms were offered the 


striking seamen, who are at pre- 
sent electing their representatives 
for the collective bargaining, but 


they have so tar refused to re- 
turn until the election is finished.

many stricks used against them.

Lhe berlin Volksgericht, the 
so-calied “People’s Court’, con- 
sists of tive Nazis, five judges, 


and three laymen, all picked tor 
their proven record of usetulness 
in Hitler's reigns of terror. No 
appeal is possible from this court, 
no detense witnesses are allow- 
ed nor any oi the rights that de- 
lendants have in other courts, 
and it has the power to impose 
death sentences by beheading to 
be executed within 24 hours of 
the detendant’s 
in court. 

Ernst Thaelmann, leader of the 
German Communist Party and the 
man around whose fight for free- 
dom all Nazi opposition is cen- 
tering, is to be charged with 
treason, the charges backed by 
documents already proven to have 
been forged. The Nazi court oi 
death will “try” Ernst Torgle:

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 
27.—Judge Golden of the Superi- 
or Court today lowered bail on 
arrested workers trom $1,000.00 
to $250. cash. He was forced to 
idmit that there was no _ legal 
basis for the arrests and in pre- 


tended sympathy, said “what do 
these charges of vagrancy mean?” 

He also admitted that there is 
no law in this state or in “this 
free country of ours” to make 
the Communist Party illegal. 
400 Jailed. 


More than 400 innocent work- 
ers have been slugged, jailed and 
many of them sentenced to prison 
terms during the reign of terror 
that swept the Pacific Coast 
Starting Sunday July 15. Six 
workers are out on cash bail of 
$1,000 each.

Martial law is now threat- 
ened by Gov. Schmedeman to end this three weeks old strike of 


factory workers. 400 deputies are patrolling the streets and the 
national guard is being mobilized at Milwaukee ready for instant 
movement. 


Martial Law in Minneapolis 


MINNEAPOLIS, Wis., July 28—With martial law established 
over Hennepin county, including this city, its environs and a part 
of St. Paul, 4000 National Guardsmen are pairolling the streets of 
the city and a press censorship has been clamped down by Gov. 
rloyd B. Oleson, “Farmer-Labor” governor. Newspapers have been 
forbidden to publish anything “defaming the state of Minnesota, of 
any member of the National Guard” in an effort to still any pro- 
test against the bloody attack early this week when fifty striking 


The 6000 truck and taxi drivers 
have been out for two weeks and a general strike movement with 
many thousands of members of unions was progressing despite the 
attempts to break the strike with sellout “arbitration”.

Many of these 
men of the band are union mem- 
bers—musicians, mechanics, build- 
ing trades workers, etc. While 
the more outspoken and militant 
guardsmen were persuading the 
rest, the officers finally had _ to 
give in, saying that the band was 
not needed at the piers anyway.

HOME AFLER SixvVINu 
90 DAY JAIL SENTENCE 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., July 26.— 
Antonio Solorzano, one of the 
Iniperial Valley class-war prison- 
ers, was released from the chain 
gang July 24th after completing a 
10-day sentence. 

He returned to his home in 
Brawley the same evening. One 
hour and a half later—after dark 
—two white ranchers (who, un- 
known to Solorzano were vigi- 
lantes) entered his home and re- 
quested the aid of Solorzano’s 
brother-in-law and his father-in- 
law to help move a stalled car. 
They consented.

Begin In Hayward. 


The first spark of violence lit | 
when the strike threatened to 
spread through the agricultural } 
fields of California. Five hundred 
apricot pickers in the Hayward 
area walked out in response to a 
call from the Cannery and Agri- | 
cultural Workers Industrial Un- 
ion to support the marine work- 
ers strikes. Other agricultural 
workers throughout the _ state 
were preparing to strike in soli- 


darity with S$. F. labor. With| 
scores of thousands of workers 
joining the general strike Mon- 


day, the bosses started the night 
before. On Sunday, July 15th, 
rigilantes and police stormed the 
Agricultural Workers union hall 
in Hayward. One worker found 
on the premises was b@aten and 
the entire contents of the _ hali, 
furniture, records, literature, were 
carried into a nearby vacant lot, 
heaped up and burned. 

That afternoon in Chabot Park 
in Oakland a huge mass m€eting 
was attacked by police and local 
as well as Chicago thugs import- 
ed for this purpose, and after a 
battle finally broke up the meet- 
ing. Many were severely beaten 
and one worker has died since 
from the beating. 

Next morning. Monday, at Il 
o'clock, seventy-five police and 
armed thugs disguised as striking 
teamsters broke into the Work- 
ers Center in Oakland. The few 
workers in the building at the 
time fought for themselves and 
their hall against overwhelm- 
ing numbers, and _ the broken 
chairs and pools of blood on the 


floor after the battle were testi- 
mony of their heroic defense. 
‘Augustus Stevens, Negro leader 
of the unemployed, and others 
were so badly beaten that they 
were taken to the hospital. The 
raid had been led by a stool- 
pigeon who, answering a_ phone 
call that came in at the time of 


the battle, tried to find out where 
Rudie Lambert, East Bay Com- 
munist Party organizer, and other 
leading comrades were so police 
could arrest them. He failed. 


Militia and Police. 

Tuesday the reign of terrorism 
began in San Francisco. — Block- 
ing off both ends of the block oa 
Jackson street, where the Marine 
Workers Industrial Union hall is 
located, national guardsmen 
with fixed bayonets and others 
with machine guns mounted on 
trucks behind sandbags, held 
back crowds of workers while 
a mob of pofice rushed into the 
and after arresting everyone 
in sight wrecked the place and 
confiscated all records and liter- 
ature. This was the beginning ot 
a wave of violence that has al- 
ready lasted twelve days and is 
still in progress. Soup lines and 
picket lines were combed by the 
bulls, and known miuittant work- 
ers were arrested and booked on 
fake charges of vagrancy and “en 
route to Los Angeles” or to Oak- 
land—a device whereby they could 
be held for at least a week with- 
out bail being set. 

While this was going on, the 
Central Labor Council fakers were 
introducing their infamous sell- 
out resolution before the General 
Strike Committee.

Workers, in the series 
of raids which swept all over 
Calitornia, deiended their hails

the thugs.

STAMP OUT FASCISM

None of the reasons for the 
arrests of these workers consti- 
iute any crime. Nevertheless they 
were all booked on charges oi 
vagrancy and many have already 
been sentenced to prison terms. 

No attempt is made here to 
give a full list of raids and ar- 
rests. Violences have occurred 
on such a scale as to make such 
a report impossible to compile. In 
the San Francisco jail alone ai 
least 450 workers have been im- 
prisoned. This is the greatesi 
number of prisoners ever held in 
jail here at one time. Togethe: 
with fifty prisoners confined on 
regular criminal charges, the total 
number of prisoners is 500. The 
jail is only fhited with 175 bunk: 
and is designed to hold that num- 
ber of men at the most. Ali 
workers arrested are held foi 
$1,00U.00 cash bail or $2,000 bond. 
In Berkeley. 

Across tue bay in Berkeley, 
Legionnaires and business men 
banded together inio a fascist 
gang, named _ themselves’ the 
“Berkeley Nationals” and, fully 
supported by the local police 
iorce, instituted a wild orgy oi 
violence and terror against the 
working class. They demolished 
the Finnish Workers Halli at idly 
ienth street, breaking up every- 
thing in the place including two 
grand pianos and destroyed a val- 
uable workers’ library. From 
here they proceeded to the work- 
ers hall at 2600 San Pablo and 
made a total wreck of every- 
ihing breakable. Throughout the 
night they threw more than fiity 
bricks through home and _ oftice 
windows. Each brick was fast- 
ened with a note reading: “This 
citizens committee is aware that 
you are afhliated with Commun- 
ists, Bolsheviks, or other govern- 
ment destroying groups. Leave 
town immediately or face drastic 
measures.” 

in Santa Clara 100 vigilantes 
and 150 armed deputies embarked 
on a series of raids to locate a 
workers’ printing press. They 
jailed to locate the press on 
which workers were printing leaf- 
lets, but tive workers were jailed 
and thirteen others run over the 
county line into San Benito where 
they were met by another fascist 
gang and driven into Monterey, 
thence by another gang of thugs 
into San Luis Obispo where the 
sherifl and a band of deputies 
were prepared to run them into 
still another county. 

in Richmond the home of An- 
drew Bartulozitch was demolished 
and literature burned.  Bartulo- 
zitch was subsequently arrested 
by the police. William Selles and 
his son George were arrested 
when their home was wrecked by 
the same mob. ‘The home of 
Violet Orr, Communist candidate 
ior state assembly, was attacked 
and everything in the place was 
smashed. Comrade Orr was not 
in the house at the time. C. 1. 
Moore and Vernon Lyons were 
arrested in a raid on Moores 
home, which was likewise de- 
stroyed. The home of Ea. 
Crooks was wrecked and he was 
jailed along with John O. Jones. 
San Pedro. 

In San Pedro, where the head- 
quarters of the Marine Workers’ 
industrial Union was attacked, 
eleven workers held the thugs at | 
bay with baseball bats, putting up 
a stiff fight against heavy odds. 
They were overcome by superior 
numbers and later arrested. Also 
the home of Lillian Goodman, | 
secretary of the International La- | 
bor Defense, was raided and 
twelve workers arrested and held 
on charges of suspicion of crim- 
inal syndicalism. Some of those 
arrested were: Lilian Goodman, 
Tony Costello, 20; Max Olshan- 
sky, 20; Claude S. Brooks, 21; 
Raymond Dyer, 23; Joe Filiari, 
23, and Earl Strickland, 30. 

In Modesto a hall was wrecked 
and two men driven out of town. 
In San Jose ten men_ were ar- 
rested, five held and five driven 
out of town. In Sacramento halls 
were attacked and Caroline Deck- 
er and Pat Chambers of the Can- 
nery and Agricultural Workers 


Decker and Pat Chambers of the 
Cannery and Agricultural Work- 
ers Industrial Union. All have 
been booked on charges of Cri- 
minal Syndicalism and held for 
9,000 bond or $1,000 cash bail.

Government Joins Thugs. 

Governor Merriam radioed to 
Pres. Roosevelt for federal aid in 
suppressing the “reds.” Roose- 
velt, who was peaceiully fishing 
in Hawaiian waters, communicat- 
ed with Madame Secretary of La- 
bor Perkins and Attorney Gen- 
eral Cummings. Federal agents 
are now on the job working hand 
in hand with the fascist thugs. 

Mayor Rossi of San Francisco 
has pledged permanent suppres- 
sion of all radical activities, mean- 
ing all efforts toward rank and 
file leadership. 

In Oakland, District Attorney 
Earl Warren is forming perma- 
nent bodies of control to keep 
radical ideas out of the schools 
and Chief of Police Bodie an- 
nounced that henceforth all “red” 
meetings and parades will be 
barred. 

Fight Fascism—NOW! 

The reign of terror has failed. 
Neither organized labor nor the 
Communist Party have been 
crushed by this onslaught of the 
bosses. But an emergency has 
been created in which every un- 
ion, every workers’ organization, 
every worker and all sympathetic 
bodies who are opposed to fas- 
cism and boss control by brutal 
force must exert its full power 
to counteract capital’s major of- 
fensive. As in Germany, the gov-

Hun- 
dreds of separate moves on the 
part of capital must be attacked 
and defeated in every city, town, 
county and state in: the country.

Delay means in- 
creased torture and misery for 
thousands of workers. 
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
